“The revolt shows there is a 
general current in Poland as well 
as other countries behind the Iron 
Curtain, but especially in Poland, 
of dissatisfaction over the fact 
that Russia intervenes in their in- 
ternal affairs and economically is 
exploiting Poland. 


“Russia has been getting coal out 
of Poland almost for nothing. 
High officers in the Polish armed 
forces are Russians. We should 
not be deluded that the present 
regime in revolt is not Communis- 
tic, but it shows clearly even the 
Communist party in Poland has 
had enough of Russia. 

“Russians in general are hated 
throughout Poland and this in 
turn finds a reaction in govern- 
ment circles. This shows that Rus- 
sia has overstrained its ties and 
the Communists in Poland prefer 


to govern themselves without its 
interference.

Vienna, Austria — (NC) — 
Loosening of the Soviet grip on 
Hungary is expected to preclude 
any attempt to renew pressure on 
the Catholic Church there. 

In view of the strength and ex- 
tent of the Mungarian revolt, there 
is a rising confidence by observers 
here that a return to the iron rule 
of the Stalin era is no longer possi- 
ble. 

The Hungarian regime reported- 
ly asked His Eminence Josef 
Cardinal Mindszenty to support 
the new “popular front” govern- 
ment whose formation premier 
Imre Nagy announced. This gov- 
ernment included non-communists. 
It appeared as an effort to win 
support of the masses and to get 
the rebels to surrender. 

The impression in Vienna was 
that. in view of the widespread 
support given to patriots in the 
uprising, the regime would fully 
collapse if Russia withdrew its 
armed support.
